Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

That the following sums are appropriated, out of any 3

money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated for 4
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military quality of life functions of the Department of De-1

fense, military construction, the Department of Veterans 2

Affairs, and related agencies, for the fiscal year ending 3

September 30, 2006, and for other purposes, namely: 4

In addition, $50,000,000, to remain available until 24

September 30, 2007, for overhead cover systems to sup-25
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port force protection activities in Iraq: Provided, That not-1

withstanding any other provision of law, such funds may 2

be obligated or expended to carry out planning and design 3

and military construction projects not otherwise author-4

ized by law. 5

purposes and notifies the Committees on Appropriations 19

of both Houses of Congress of the determination and the 20

reasons therefor.

buildings and debris at sites formerly used by the Depart-21

ment of Defense, transfer the funds made available by this 22

appropriation to other appropriations made available to 23

the Department of the Army, to be merged with and to 24

be available for the same purposes and for the same time 25
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period as the appropriations to which transferred: Pro-1

vided further, That upon a determination that all or part 2

of the funds transferred from this appropriation are not 3

necessary for the purposes provided herein, such amounts 4

may be transferred back to this appropriation. 5

DEFENSE HEALTH PROGRAM 6

For expenses, not otherwise provided for, for medical 7

and health care programs of the Department of Defense, 8

as authorized by law, $19,983,912,000, of which 9

$19,184,537,000 shall be for operation and maintenance, 10

of which not to exceed 2 percent shall remain available 11

until September 30, 2007, and of which up to 12

$10,212,427,000 may be available for contracts entered 13

into under the TRICARE program; of which 14

$355,119,000, to remain available for obligation until Sep-15

tember 30, 2008, shall be for procurement; and of which 16

$444,256,000, to remain available for obligation until Sep-17

tember 30, 2007, shall be for research, development, test 18

and evaluation: Provided, That notwithstanding any other 19

provision of law, of the amount made available under this 20

heading for research, development, test and evaluation, 21

not less than $7,500,000 shall be available for HIV pre-22

vention educational activities undertaken in connection 23

with U.S. military training, exercises, and humanitarian 24
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assistance activities conducted primarily in African na-1

tions. 2

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS 3

SEC. 101. None of the funds made available in this 4

title shall be expended for payments under a cost-plus-a- 5

fixed-fee contract for construction, where cost estimates 6

exceed $25,000, to be performed within the United States, 7

except Alaska, without the specific approval in writing of 8

the Secretary of Defense setting forth the reasons there-9

for. 10

SEC. 102. Funds appropriated in this title for con-11

struction shall be available for hire of passenger motor ve-12

hicles. 13

SEC. 103. Funds appropriated in this title for con-14

struction may be used for advances to the Federal High-15

way Administration, Department of Transportation, for 16

the construction of access roads as authorized by section 17

210 of title 23, United States Code, when projects author-18

ized therein are certified as important to the national de-19

fense by the Secretary of Defense. 20

SEC. 104. None of the funds made available in this 21

title may be used to begin construction of new bases in 22

the United States for which specific appropriations have 23

not been made. 24
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SEC. 105. None of the funds made available in this 1

title shall be used for purchase of land or land easements 2

in excess of 100 percent of the value as determined by 3

the Army Corps of Engineers or the Naval Facilities Engi-4

neering Command, except: (1) where there is a determina-5

tion of value by a Federal court; (2) purchases negotiated 6

by the Attorney General or the designee of the Attorney 7

General; (3) where the estimated value is less than 8

$25,000; or (4) as otherwise determined by the Secretary 9

of Defense to be in the public interest. 10

SEC. 106. None of the funds made available in this 11

title shall be used to: (1) acquire land; (2) provide for site 12

preparation; or (3) install utilities for any family housing, 13

except housing for which funds have been made available 14

in annual Acts making appropriations for military con-15

struction. 16

SEC. 107. None of the funds made available in this 17

title for minor construction may be used to transfer or 18

relocate any activity from one base or installation to an-19

other, without prior notification to the Committees on Ap-20

propriations of both Houses of Congress. 21

SEC. 108. None of the funds made available in this 22

title may be used for the procurement of steel for any con-23

struction project or activity for which American steel pro-24
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ducers, fabricators, and manufacturers have been denied 1

the opportunity to compete for such steel procurement. 2

SEC. 109. None of the funds available to the Depart-3

ment of Defense for military construction or family hous-4

ing during the current fiscal year may be used to pay real 5

property taxes in any foreign nation. 6

SEC. 110. None of the funds made available in this 7

title may be used to initiate a new installation overseas 8

without prior notification to the Committees on Appro-9

priations of both Houses of Congress. 10

SEC. 111. None of the funds made available in this 11

title may be obligated for architect and engineer contracts 12

estimated by the Government to exceed $500,000 for 13

projects to be accomplished in Japan, in any NATO mem-14

ber country, or in countries bordering the Arabian Sea, 15

unless such contracts are awarded to United States firms 16

or United States firms in joint venture with host nation 17

firms. 18

SEC. 112. None of the funds made available in this 19

title for military construction in the United States terri-20

tories and possessions in the Pacific and on Kwajalein 21

Atoll, or in countries bordering the Arabian Sea, may be 22

used to award any contract estimated by the Government 23

to exceed $1,000,000 to a foreign contractor: Provided, 24

That this section shall not be applicable to contract 25
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awards for which the lowest responsive and responsible bid 1

of a United States contractor exceeds the lowest respon-2

sive and responsible bid of a foreign contractor by greater 3

than 20 percent: Provided further, That this section shall 4

not apply to contract awards for military construction on 5

Kwajalein Atoll for which the lowest responsive and re-6

sponsible bid is submitted by a Marshallese contractor. 7

SEC. 113. The Secretary of Defense is to inform the 8

appropriate committees of both Houses of Congress, in-9

cluding the Committees on Appropriations, of the plans 10

and scope of any proposed military exercise involving 11

United States personnel 30 days prior to its occurring, 12

if amounts expended for construction, either temporary or 13

permanent, are anticipated to exceed $100,000. 14

SEC. 114. Not more than 20 percent of the funds 15

made available in this title which are limited for obligation 16

during the current fiscal year shall be obligated during 17

the last 2 months of the fiscal year. 18

(TRANSFER OF FUNDS) 19

SEC. 115. Funds appropriated to the Department of 20

Defense for construction in prior years shall be available 21

for construction authorized for each such military depart-22

ment by the authorizations enacted into law during the 23

current session of Congress. 24

SEC. 116. For military construction or family housing 25

projects that are being completed with funds otherwise ex-26
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pired or lapsed for obligation, expired or lapsed funds may 1

be used to pay the cost of associated supervision, inspec-2

tion, overhead, engineering and design on those projects 3

and on subsequent claims, if any. 4

SEC. 117. Notwithstanding any other provision of 5

law, any funds appropriated to a military department or 6

defense agency for the construction of military projects 7

may be obligated for a military construction project or 8

contract, or for any portion of such a project or contract, 9

at any time before the end of the fourth fiscal year after 10

the fiscal year for which funds for such project were ap-11

propriated if the funds obligated for such project: (1) are 12

obligated from funds available for military construction 13

projects; and (2) do not exceed the amount appropriated 14

for such project, plus any amount by which the cost of 15

such project is increased pursuant to law. 16

SEC. 118. The Secretary of Defense is to provide the 17

GENERAL PROVISIONS 15

SEC. 401. No part of any appropriation contained in 16

this Act shall remain available for obligation beyond the 17

current fiscal year unless expressly so provided herein. 18

SEC. 402. None of the funds provided in this Act may 19

be used, directly or through grants, to pay or to provide 20

reimbursement for payment of the salary of a consultant 21

(whether retained by the Federal Government or a grant-22

ee) at more than the daily equivalent of the rate paid for 23

level IV of the Executive Schedule, unless specifically au-24

thorized by law. 25
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SEC. 403. Such sums as may be necessary for fiscal 1

year 2006 pay raises for programs funded by this Act shall 2

be absorbed within the levels appropriated in this Act. 3

SEC. 404. None of the funds made available in this 4

Act may be used for any program, project, or activity, 5

when it is made known to the Federal entity or official 6

to which the funds are made available that the program, 7

project, or activity is not in compliance with any Federal 8

law relating to risk assessment, the protection of private 9

property rights, or unfunded mandates. 10

SEC. 405. No part of any funds appropriated in this 11

Act shall be used by an agency of the executive branch, 12

other than for normal and recognized executive-legislative 13

relationships, for publicity or propaganda purposes, and 14

for the preparation, distribution or use of any kit, pam-15

phlet, booklet, publication, radio, television or film presen-16

tation designed to support or defeat legislation pending 17

before Congress, except in presentation to Congress itself. 18

SEC. 406. All departments and agencies funded under 19

this Act are encouraged, within the limits of the existing 20

statutory authorities and funding, to expand their use of 21

‘‘E-Commerce’’ technologies and procedures in the con-22

duct of their business practices and public service activi-23

ties. 24
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SEC. 407. None of the funds made available in this 1

Act may be transferred to any department, agency, or in-2

strumentality of the United States Government except 3

pursuant to a transfer made by, or transfer authority pro-4

vided in, this Act or any other appropriations Act. 5

SEC. 408. Unless stated otherwise, all reports and no-6

tifications required by this Act shall be submitted to the 7

Subcommittee on Military Quality of Life and Veterans 8

Affairs, and Related Agencies of the Committee on Appro-9

priations of the House of Representatives and the Sub-10

committee on Military Construction and Veterans Affairs, 11

and Related Agencies of the Committee on Appropriations 12

of the Senate. 13

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Military Quality of 14

Life and Veterans Affairs Appropriations Act, 2006’’. 15
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
